OrENiso of tiik CnEgTiin Water Works.
The water works built at Chester City by Mr.

Isaac L. Cussio, formerly Chiut Engineer of the
l'hiladelphia Water Works, have been com-
pleted, and yesterday the Councils of that city
celebrated fhe event by a bauqaet at the Dela-
ware Housp, to wh'ch Mr. Lyttleton and several
other in embers of the Piuliidelhla Councils
were Invited. Previous to the diuuer the mem-
bers of Councils and Invited puests visited the
engine-hous- reservoir, and other poiuts of In-

terest. 1 he ermine-hous- e is in the South Ward,
the newest part of the city, and the water is
drawn from the Delaware through a twelve-inc- h

main, 433 feet Ions;. The reservoir 19 about one
mile lrom the Works, and has an elevation of
one hundred feet above high tide. It is con-
nected with the pumps by a twelve-Inc- h main.
The reservoir is sufficiently eleva'.cd to supply
the upper stories ot the highest buildings in the
city limits. About five miles of dhtributiug
mslna, of 6, 8, and 10 inches, have already been
laid, and water introduced into a number of
buildings lu various parts of the city. The
W'oiks proper cost about $75,000, and including
real estate, $120,000. The expenditure has been
met by bonds lmed by the City of Chester, the
property In the South Ward being pledged for
the redemption ot the same.

The Eight Uojpb Law. A nieettnf of frlenda
of the tight hour system was held last evening
at the cornr ot Giraid avenue aud Marlborough
street.

It was
also Bgteed that two thousand circulars should
be printed for the purpose of being circulated
through the different shops. After some discus-
sion in reference to the financial wauts of the
Association and ibe election of a treasurer,
resulting in the selection of Mr. Alexander
Long, the rucetlmr adjourned.

covered until Wednesday lr.--t. and then it was
washed ashore at Brigantiue Beach. The funer.il
cortege yesterday numbered eisbteeu carriages,
find was attended bv the U. S. Lodge, No. 31,
I. O. of O. F., Southwark Viti Company, and
the Bourd of School Directors of the Second
District, besides the relatives aud lriends of the
deceased. Keliatous services were held at the
Louse, by the Rev. Burton KoIIock. Interment
took place in the Philadelphia Cemetery.

A Meeting or Salesmen. A meeting of
travelling salesmen was held last evening at the
northwest corner of Fourth and Walnut streets.

Numbers of theso graceful animals miy be seen
bounding along, some madly attempting to
keep pace with the train. Some of the expert
marksmen In the train drew a bead on them,
but without nieces?, and at the report of the
arms they bait, look wildly around for a mo-
ment. Hnd then awav thev co. scampering over
tbe hills, and are lost to sight. At tbe summit
one of the grandest mountain views I ever wit-
nessed Is preseutcd. Away in the distance are
tbe snow-cla- d peaks of tbe Rocky Mountains,
looking like molten silver in the ravs of tue
sun, ch ped with light and fleecy clouds. The
middle distance Ts chat ming in blue, grey, and
nurnle perspectives, relieved oocasionallv with
clln pes of deliclously green foliage, and here
and there picturesquely grouped,, tbe white
tents of the workmen. The foreground is
bold, rugged and reeky the masses of rock
piled up in the most fantastic shapes and
fissured with manvaravineor canon. The hills
to the west of the mountain are similar in their
character to those in the vicinity of Snicker's
ar.d Afhby's Gaps in Virginia, though not so'
profusely wooded, bugles are seen sailing
mystically around. Tbe Dale Creek Canon it a
frightful yet romantlc-lookl- n ' place, and would
make an excellent scene tor the Devil's Glen, in
"Der i reyscnutz." ine beauty or these moun
tain views, like Cleopatra's person, "beggars all
description." As no urtist'tf pencil ould do full
justico to the majesty of the rocks and hills, tbe
delicate tints which are so harmoniously
blended, and tbe glorious sunrise and sunset, so
no pen can succeed in adequately describing
tnem. in attempting it J oniy learn now weak
is humanity to attempt to reproduce nature.
To be thoroughly enjoyed, these stupendous
mountain views should be seen, and I am-cont-

Uent that when they become more thorouahlv
known they will be eagerly sought by the sum
mer tourist nud tue loverot the picturesque.
juuen oi me lana along me line or tne road is
strongly impregnated with alkalis, aud as a mat
ter ot course unfilled for use. A story is told of
a person very tuirsty wno atigtued lrom a stage
to procure a drink. He was about quaffing it
when the attention of the driver was attracted
to him.
